His Pinecly conſideration, the great and manifold inconneniences, 

which daply grow vuto the State by the erceſſe of Apparell, genc- 
N' rally vled wühm this Lingdome , whereby not onely the ſtate and 
meanes GT partitalar perſons (chiefly of the Nobilttie and Gentle⸗ 
| meu) is waſled and weakened ; but allo the cenerall ſtocke of the 
Bingdome, tn point of Trade, docti) continually decay by receining 
ma greater quantitie and value of tozraine Commodities thenthe 
natine Commoduties cr202ted doe cdunteruaile The Cloth alſo, and clothing of this King- 
dome, and the Dꝛaperie of all ſoꝛts, alwell old as new, and all the manutatures thereupon depen- 
ding(wherebyinfunte numbers ok good peoyye are let on wozke)are much hindered And laſtly 
there followeth besides the miſchiefes akoꝛeſaid, in the politique part ofthe gouernment, no 
leſte emll effetts in co2ruption of Bancrs tending to pꝛide and riot: 


Hath thought good ( accozding to the examples of his Royall Pꝛogenitoꝛs in like tales) to 
giue remedy thertunto the rather, foꝛ that there is no La'v at this time in foꝛte, foꝛ the repꝛel⸗ 
ingokthe lone, but the former Lawes in that tale pzomded were repealed, foꝛ that it was foꝛe⸗ 
leent, that offentes of that Nature were fitter to be left to his Maieſties Pꝛotlamation, and 


other politique Oꝛdinantes (actoꝛding to the euents oftime and occaſion ) then to bee regulate 
by apolitine Law, 


And herein His Maieitte out of His great wiſedome , and the experience of former Remie- 
dies hathnotthoug'1t good toloade His Royall Commandement and Ozdinance. cither with 
too ſtrickt pzoljtbitions,02 with diſtinctions of perſons (which hath bene a panapall eavic, that 
former Statutes and P2oclamations both hauc betome fruitleſſe) but would haue all Hts to- 
uing Subiects to vnderſtand, by the p;aincneſlſe and moderation of His Comm. -2meats that 
Heerpecteth to haue them fully and Duely a! 
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ſocuer,ſhall (after the 13.0f January next following the date of thele pzeſents ) weare in the out⸗ 
ſide of his Gowne, Cloake, Coat, Jerkin, Mandilion, oꝛ any other the like vpper Garment, oꝛ in 
the outſide of his Hoſe, any maner of Stuffe of Cloth of Gold oz Siluer, Ueluet, Gatten, Taffata, 
oꝛ any other Stuffe whatlocuer, wholly made of Silke, oꝛ of Silke mired with Gold o2 Stlner; 
Except it be on the Sundap, oꝛ other Holy: day, oꝛ Feſtiuall dap vpon paine of His Maieſties In⸗ 
dignation, and to be puniſhed, as a Contemner, and Uiolater of His Mateſties Royall Com- 
mandement. 


Allo his Maieſtie doeth like wile ſtraightly charge and tommaund vpon like patne, That no 
perſon of either ſexe, of what degree ſoeuer, ſhall vſe oꝛ weare after the day afoꝛeſaid, in any of 
their Mourning gownes, 02 Cloakes, at Funerals, oꝛ otherwiſe, any other Stuffe, but only En- 
gliſh bꝛoad Cloth. 


And further his Maieſtie doth declare andtommand, That ik any perſon ſhall offend againſt 
this his Maicſties Royall Pꝛotlamation, that is ofthe degree ofa Loꝛd ot Parliament. oꝛ of the 
eldeſt ſonne of Duke, Marqueſſe, oꝛ Earle, And ſo of Ladies oflike degree, ſuch perſon ſhall be 
cenſured in the Starre chamber foꝛ their contempt in that behalfe And doth ſtraightlycharge 
and command His Attourney and Solititour Generall, to vle all diligence fo2 the bainging of 
ſuch Offenders to cenſure, without reſpect of perſons. 


And ikluch Offendour be vnder the degree afozeſaid , then His Maieſtie doeth by theſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſents authoztze and ſtraightly charge and command all and cuery Juſtices ok Alſize, Juſtites 
of Peace, Maioꝛs, Bapliſfes, and other head Officers in Townes cozpozate, and the Chancel- 
lours of both the Uniuerſities, oꝛ their Uice-chancellours, That vpon their ſight, and view of 
any ſuch Offendour, They ſhall foozthwith commut the lame offender to paiſon, there to re⸗ 
maine vntill he hath giuen ſufficient bond oꝛ caution (in ſome rcaſonable ſumme to His Maie⸗ 
ſties vſe) foꝛ His obedience to this His Maieſties Pꝛoclamation in time to tome. 


And neuertheleſſe His Maieſtie intendeth not, but that ſuch Offenders may be bꝛought in- 
to the Starre Chamber, there to be cenſured aſwell as the Offenders of higher degree. 


Laſtly,His Maicſtie doth ſtraightly charge andcommand,a\ſwvellall Juſtices of Aſſize, Jus 
ſtices of Peace, Mayo2s, Bailiffes, and other Head Officers in Townes co2pozate, and the 
Chancclloursof both Uniuerſities, and the Uice-Chancellours, to vſe the vtmoſt of their dilt- 
gence, care and induſtrie, to finde out and tome to the view ofeuery ſuch Offender, and vpon the 
view, them to attache and commit as afozeſaid, as alſo all Conſtables and Petty-Conſtables, 
both to giue Infoꝛmation and Jutelligence vnto ſuch Juſticesand Officers afozelayd, ofeuery 
ſuch Offender, to the end they may tome to the view of them, and alſo to be aiding and aſſiſting 
vnto them in the execution ofthis His Mateſties Royall Commandement.
